at Sea. 


Halifax, N. S., May I.—One hundred 
and ninety bodies, among them those 
OI Colonel John Jacob Astor and Inl- 
dor Straus, were brought to Halifax 
on the 
cable ship 
Mackay-Bennett, 
which had been searching an area of 
more than thirty square miles in the 
vicinity w here the Titanic sank after 
striking an iceberg. 
George D. W idener’* body, a though 
previously reported 
recovered, was 
not among those on the ship, and her 
com m ander explained that a body, at 
first thought to have been that of Mr. 
Widener, was buried as that of his 
valet. 
All told, 306 bodies were found and 
116 were consigned again to the sea. 
Not one n am e of prominent persons 
missing was added to the list of re­ 
covered dead by the Mackay Bennett s 
arrival. 
Sailors worked for hours un­ 
loading her and the dead were Taken 
to an Improvised morgue In a curling 
rink, w here relatives will have an op­ 
portunity to claim them. 
Her own flag at halfmast, the death 
ship docked slowly. Her crew m anned 
the rails with hared heads, and on the 
aft deck w ere stacked the coffins with 
the dead. 
M embers of th e crew, talking over 
the side, said that every body picked 
up had been In a lifebelt and there 
were no bullet holes In any. Many un­ 
coffined dead lay on the forward deck, 
covered with tarpaulins. As the u n d er­ 
takers cam e aboard It was decided to 
take off th e se bodies first. 
W hen the tarpaulin 
was 
throw n 
bark more than fifty bodies were dis­ 
closed. Men with stretchers quickly 
came on board, and the work of re­ 
moval was begun swiftly. 
Colonel Astoria body was brought off 
the ship and taken, with others, to 
the morgue 
Captain F H. Lardner then received 
interview s on board the ship and de­ 
ar rifted th e work of the M a'kay-Ben 
nett at sea. 
The total num ber of bodies found, 
he said, was $06. Of these ii6, most of 
them m em ber* of the T itanic* crew 
md unidentified, were consigned to 
the sea. and th e remaining 190 were 
brought 
to 
Halifax.

Relic* of the great Titanic dotted 
the sea over an area

square, Captain l-ardner said. Door*, 
window* and chairs by the scene were 
found floating, but to none of them 
were 
bodies 
lashed.

stances th e re were groups of float‘fig 
bodies num bering fifty or more, but 
none w ere lashed together.

Astor was found standing almost erect 
In his life belt. 
Small boats were lowered by the 
Mackay B ennett whenever a group of 
bodies was sighted, and into these 
the dead weer piled three or four at 
a time.

A long stride toward the realization 
of the ‘Chicago Beautiful" plan was 
made Just betore the close of the past 
year when. through the co-operation of 
the city, the South Park commission, 
the Chicago Plan commission, and the 
Illinois Central railroad, the people of 
Chicago regained control of the lake 
front. The vexing problem of the loca­ 
tion of the Field Museum of Natural 
History was also solved, and the beau­ 
tiful struc ture will be erected In a cen­ 
tral location instead 
of 
in 
Jackson 
Park, which is in the southern por­ 
tion of the city. 
In the deal between the city, the 
South Park commission, and the Illi­ 
nois Central railroad, the city acquires 
the riparian rights from Twelfth street 
to Fifty-first street, affording opportu­ 
nity for the creation of island parks 
for miles along the shore. 
The plan 
calls for the extension out into the 
lake of the present shore line by fill­ 
ing, and the making of a narrow island 
or strip of land about seven or eight 
miles long, paralleling the shore line 
from Grant Park 
to 
Jackson 
park, 
about 400 feet out In the lake. 
Between the extended 
shore 
line 
and this outer strip of parks will be a 
lagoon, approximately 400 feet 
wide, 
providing a calin, comparatively safe 
waterway for canoeing, motorboating 
and rowing. 
Channels, giving 
access 
from the lagoon to the lake, will be 
provided at 
intervals, 
viaducts 
will 
connect the island parks and the shore, 
two great pleasure piers, 
extending 
half a mile out Into the lake, will 
be 
constructed, and a boulevard connect­ 
ing Grant and Jackson parks, will be 
built along the lake side of the outer 
strip of land. 
Bathing beaches will be 
constructed at various points, and the 
Island parks will be real playgrounds 
for all of Chicago, where baseball, ten­ 
nis and all manner of outdoor sports 
may be indulged In. All this will be a 
part of a chain of paiks and boule­ 
vards which w ill extend 20 miles along 
the shores of l*ak« Michigan. 
The Field Museum of Natural His­ 
tory. over which so much controversy 
has been waged, due to the successful 
fight made against its kx’atlon 
in 
Grant Park, will he located on made 
land Immediately earl or lakeward of 
the present Illinois Central 
railroad 
depot, which deiKit Is to be torn down 
mid a new one built 
facing 
north, 
fronting on Twelfth street and abut- I 
ting on Michigan avenue. 
In this po- ; 
aition the museum will overlook Grant 
Park, looking north. 
The made land required 
In 
this 
scheme can be provided, at practically 
no cost, at the rate of IOO acres a 
year, by utilizing Chicago's waste ma 
terlal.
